These 
iiieavres, if adopted, will place the State 
on a permanent basis and will enable her 
to begin anew , aud under more favorable 
auspices, her proud and glorious career. 

We trust her jM-ople will not for a mo 
ment lose sight of the fact that tho eyes of 
all loyal people every where w ill be lixed 
with intense interest on their action in this 
matter. The course of Tennessee will be a 
precedent for other Southern States which, 
in a similar manner, have been dragged into 
the rebellion.

Let your opinion, sir, of the principle 
which actuates them be what it may, they 
suppose they act from the noblest of all 
principles, a love of freedom and tlu ir 
country. Mut political opinions, 1 conceive, 
are foreign to this point. The obligations 
arising from the rights of humanity, end 
claims of rank, are universally binding and 
extensive iexcept in case of retaliation >. 
Theee, l should hare ho|ied, would ha*a 
dictated a more tender treatment of tho^e 
individuals whom chance of war had put 
in your power. 

Nor can 1 forbear suggesting its fatal ten- 
dency to widen that unhappy breach which 
you, and those ministers under whom you 
act, have repeatedly declared yoawiaato 
see forever closed. 

My duty now makes it necessary to ap- 
prise you tnat for the future 1 shall regulate 
my conduct toward those geiitleineu who 
arc, or may be, in our possession, exactly 
by the rule you shall observe toward those 
of ours now in your custody. 

If severity and hardship mark the line of 
your conduct, .painful as it may be to me. | 
your prisoners shall feel its effects; but If 
kindness and humanity ate show n to ours, 
I shall with pleasure consider those in our 
hands only as unfortunate, and they shall 
receive from me that treatment to which the 
unfortunate Hre ever entitled.

Be temperate in 
political disquisition, give free operation to 
truth, and punish those who deceive and 
misrepresent, and not only tho effects but 
the causes of this unhappy conflict will be 
removed. 

Should those under w hose usurped au- 
thority you act control such a disposition, 
and can to call severity retaliation, tottod, 
who knows dU hearts, be the appeal for the 
dreadful consequences. I trust thai Rritish 
soldiers, affecting the rights of the State, 
the laws of the laud, the being of the con 
stitution, will meet all events with becom- 
ing fortitude. They will court victory a ith 
the spirit their cause inspires, and from the 
same motive will Bad the patience of mar- 
tyrs under misfortune. 

Till 1 read your insinuation in regard to 
minister- 1 , I conceive that 1 hail acted un- 
der l he King, whose wishes, it is true, as 
well as those of his ministers, aud of everv 
honesi man, hate been to see this unhappy 
breach fore\er closed: but unfortunately 
for both countries, those who long I nee 
projected the present cri-is, and taaoeao d 
tho councils of America, have proved very 
distant from aceommodation.

INDIANA NEWS.

Cor bt.— Cask or MlIXaPAtTaa vs. Adams. 
The defendant robbed the plaintiff of his 
wife, having obtained a divorce in Indiana 
on false representations. The plaint ill" then 
made application to liave the decree ot di- 
vorce stricken out, which has been granted, 
with damages. .1 ndge I .eonard. of the Su- 
preme Court of New York, thus charged 
• he jury: 

In regard to this decree of divorce which 
has been introduced, it is not valid as a bar 
to the plaintilTs rkgal to recover; you can 
give it some ajajght in considering the sub- 
ject of damages, how far if you come to 
the conclusion that the defendant did not 
have criminal connection with her previous 
to their marriage, he a< ted in good faith, 
supposing that an honesi, bona tide, fair ' 
divorce had been obtained. In that event 
you will !»• justified in taking it into con- 
sideration in mitigation of damages. Rut 
if vou cone* to the conclusion that he had 
setiueed her prior to the decree of divorce, 
no such consideration will obtain; or If yea 
come to the conclusion that, as a part ot his 
scheme to accomplish the seduction, or to 
withdraw and alienate tho services of Mrs. 
Millspuugh from her husband, he induced . 
her to take the course she did, of procuring 
a divorce |a Indiana, then again 1 consider 
him chargeable w ith the offense ef seduc- 
tion, and that the plaintiff has made 
out his eaae technically. But if you i 
shall come to the conclusion that ; 
he never seduced her prior to the i 
granting of the decree of divorce, and had 
no part in inducing her to take that step, 
but that she voluntarily did it, and induced 
him to be her copartner in that act, why, 
then, the divorce, if he married ner after- 
ward, ought to mitigate, to some extent, 
the damages w hich you shall visit upon 
him; because he married her then under 
the belief that she had a separation which I 
the law granted from any material rit« 
she had bef ire entered into with her former 
husband. If he )*•! laved that in good faith, 
and had used no improj» r iuiluenee to 
bring it about, and has lieen in no improp- 
er way connected with it, the divorce ought 
to go in mitigation of damages. Then it re- 
mains for you to determine which position 
he ought to occupy, whether he ought to lie 
considered as having seduced iier on the 
first or second journey to Indiana, or at any 
time prior to their marriage. Hut the de- 
cree of divorce is to be considered invalid, 
because the Court in Indiana had no juris- 
diction over the person of the defendant 
in that suit. A contract had lieen entered 
into of a solemn nature between, Mr. and 
Mrs. Millspaugh, which is recognized in 
law as the marriage rite. It is au institu- 
tion as well divine as human, and it is 
protected by laws boili human and divine. 
It Is not likely to be dissolved. The 
laws of this State will not permit 
a dissolution of the marriage con- , 
tract for any consideration except 
that of adultery by one of the par- 
ties. A divorce is allowable for other caus- 
es—as for cruelty or abandonment— but 
such divorce does not allow either party to 
contract another marriage; and in case of 
a divorce granted for the cause of adulteiy, 
the guilty party is prohibited by the decree 
from inarryini: during the lifetime ef the 
other party. These parties were married 
in this State, and Mrs. Mffloaaagh went to 
Indiana to procure a divorcw whieh would 
permit her to be married oghha, in viola- 
tion of the contract which she had entered 
into under the laws of New York. It was 
a divoree which could not have been ob- 
tained here. That was her reason for y,o- 
ing to Indiana for the purpose. There Mrs. 
Millspaugh obtained a divorce which she 
could not have obtained here -not a li*»ited 
divorce from bed and board, but a divorce 
Irom the beads' of malrimonv. NaOJ hi 
the purpose of breaking up the contract 
wliich had been solemnly entered into in 
this State, it was necessary that Andrew J. 
Millspaugh should either have lieen person- 
ally served w ith process, or have personal- 
ly apjieared in the cause. It appears by the 
decree that neither of these events happen- 
ed. He neither appeared in the action nor 
was he served with process. The only ap- 
pearance whs a mere technical one, obtain- 
ed under the form of law, by publishing a 
notice in a newsp q er of that State. 

The decree does not profess to have made 
any other service. Rv the laws of this 
State the courts do not obtain jurisdiction 
of a person, or obtain power to ilissoUe the 
marriage relation, ou such a service. Now, 
there is ■Wither feature in this decree of di 
vorce to which 1 will call your attention, 
and which prevents it from lieing a valid 
dwerec. It is that the laws of the State of 
Indiana require that anv party applying in 
that State for a divorce, shall have been a 
bona, ti<le resilient of the State for one year. 
It is not pretended, by any testimony pre- 
sented before us here, "that Mrs. hUltlpangll 
ever resided in tho State of Indiana more 
than a day or two. The suit was instituted 
on the lith of August: she left Chicago en 
the ^d of August, and prior to that time we 
have never heard that she or her husband 
were in that State. So it is perfectly appa- 
rent that she had not resided in the State ot 
Indiana one year at the time she made the 
application. Therefore, by the State laws 
of Indiana, if thai fact had been brought to 
the attention of the judge, we must assume 
the court would have refused to grant this 
deer. -. The fad does not appear, from 
reading the decree itself, to have been pre- 
sented to the court, except by the state- 
ment made on the face of the petition. The 
petition states that she has resided there 
■ one year. That is not true. Therefore, for 
' these two reasons, I declare to you that the 
! decree of divorce obtained in Indiana is la> 
| valid as a bar to this a -lion. It is not a bar: 
it should be taken into consideration for no 
other purpose than to mitigate damages or 
to aggravate them, as you should consider 
whether the defendant took any improper 
paffi in procuring the divorce or not.

Thomas Stanlield. a 
citizen of South liend, and a gentleman 
well known throughout the State, in com- 
pany with others, purchased oil lands in 
Crawford County, on the Ohio river. We 
learn that their "lat»ors have resulted i:i 
striking oil, which tlows from one well al 
the rate of seven barrels per hour, and that 
Mr. Stanlield has hven offered one million 
of dollars for his interest. Parties in La- 
fayette have leased eleven thousand acre-, 
of land in Jaa|>er County, and are making 
preparations to dig wells. They are confi- 
dent of success, as unmistakable indica- 
tions of oil have been known toexisi ■ 
sointj parts of that county for years, nil 
has been collected in considerable quanti- 
ties from the surface of streams, and actu- 
ally been used for burning purposes. Par- 
ties have lieen engaged for some weeks 
peat in leasing lands in Fountain and lien- 
ton Counties, for the purpose of sinking 
wells. 

Some years ago a well was dug a few 
miles from Oxford, Kenton county, from 
which issued a strong eun ent of ^a», which, 
being accidentally ignited, tlamed up fifty 
test high and continued blazing, to :,„■ hor- 
ror of the nei<jhborho:Hl and the imminent 
danger of the property thereabouts, until 
the residents collected and filled up the 
well. Remembering this circumstance, a 
Lreulleman of this city recently sent an 
agent to Henton county to lease lands in 
the neighborhood of this burning well. He 
was surprised to find that other parties had 
t>een ahead of him, and large quantities of 
land had been leased in that region by oil 
speculators. There is no doubt of vast re- 
servoirs of petroleum near the coal lievls of 
the State. The present excitement w ill he 
the means of developing them and adding 
another source of wealth to our country. 

It is not wonderful that the oil fever 
should spread so rayidly throughout tie- 
land. An oil well is better than a gold 
mine, for the trouble of working it is less. 
Vast fortunes have l>eeii made by discover - 
ivs, and no doubt others will be made by 
the persevering dealers and Inner*, who 
are now traversing all parts of the cuntry 
in search of "oil tract«." We have h-re an 
B Horatio al our feet, without the perils.,; 
seeking it in a distant or barbarous re- n. 

The search for oil w ill have good results 
not yet much thought of. It will increase 
our geological and mineralogical knowl- 
edge— acquaint us with hitherto hidden re- 
sources — and doubtless lead to the d.>c, \- 
ery of precious minerals of whose existence 
we had not dreamed before. We have had 
geological surveys lor years, but they B*BM 
not thorough— were superficial and imper- 
fect. The present hunt for subterranean 
lakes of petr -leuui will extend our know l- 
edge aud advance the cause of science, aa 
well as increase the Wealth of the country. 
— Lafayette Journal.

The mission of Hon. Mr. Hlair to Richmond 
is ended by the return of that g' ntlemen to 
Washington vesterday afternoon, and that 
nothing has" been accomplished towards 
peace. We feel gratified in a-suring our 
readers that the enemy are willing to per- 
mit us to dictate terms, provided we will 
not dissolve the I" nion; any guarantee for 
slaverv; anv constitutional provisions for 
its protection and extension, full BtsB BB ea 
sation in green backs for all negroes that 
h:tvc been carried off (luring the war 
—anything, everything thai we can a*-k or 
think, to remain with them will be freely 
granted. 

These may not have beea exactly Mr. 
Blair*! terms, but they state the substance ; 
of his mission, and do not in the least ex- 
aggerate the terms which lh.< North art* 
willing to concede us if we « ill but return 
to the Union. Hut these terms cannot 
purchase our liberty. We arw not fighting 
for slavery: neither for its protection or ex- 
ten-ion. \\ e are willing to give it up for 
our liberty. We intend to be UKiepe nd e a l 
and free, or to be exterminated. 

The enemy might as well abandon all ef- , 
forts to bribe u. with protection for slavery 
and libertv. We admit that there area few 
who in these States would sell liberty for 
their negroes; but they are a mm and utter- 
ly without influence. 

It is very possible that this writer was 
talking about what he knew nothing of, re- 
specting the propositions or auggestions 
MM nted by Mr. Hlair. Hut he at any rate 
giv.s the only sentiment that ha. thus far 
been expressed by authorities or leader, 
in rebeldom, as to the terms of settlement ; 
that will be acceptable to the rebels. 

The powers that be, the men who control 
the fortune, of the Confederacy, and whose 
control can only be dissolved by internal 
wrangling, or by victories of the Federal 



and fatally poisoned with their long cher- 
ished perversions of democracy.

Next to the importance of 
getting rid of slavery itself, it is desirable 
| for the peace and future welfare of 
! the country that this pro-.lavery remnant 
of the Democracy should be politically an- 
nlhilated. It. present course is contribut- 
ing with great force and directness to that 
result. We .hall neither be disappointed 
therefore, nor specially grieved, if they 
vote to-day solidly against the amendment. 
It will make but little difference to the 
cause of freedom in the long run. Another 
Congress stands ready to do what this may 
fail to do. And ratification by the States 
will not be rendered ]*«• certain by delay. 

The negative vote. l>-day then wdl be 
chiefly notable as « renunciation any po- 
litical future by those who MX them.

Monopolies v.. The Public Convenience. 

^er l'he following condensed bttofeajpi- 
tal sense and sound law, from an eminent 
citizen and jurist, is specially pertinent and 
instructive in connection with the discus- 
sion, on the ferry monopoly: 
.lor tha t iiion I'ress. 

Aosirding to many pubtieiatB, the public 
convenience, especially in a country and 
time like this, should be paramount to all, 
even vested individual and corporals 
rights, clearly conflicting therewith. "Mo- 
nopolies are contrary to the genius of a free 
government, and ought not to be allowed.'' 
"F.qual rights to all. exchi.ive privileges to 
none." 

Without going this far, we may sny thai 
no mouojKilies should be allowed exclusive 
privileges manifestly injurious b > the free- 
dom of trade and travel: and if int.rc am 
between two Stale, is at all trammeled by 
a monopoly, those States, by their ow n ac- 
tion, or through the General Government, 
should directly or indirectly, break down 
that monopoly >o far a. ft intwrfers tritfa 
I»errect freedom of intercourse between 
those States. The General Government has 
long exercised the clear constitutional pow- 
er to facilitate communication between the 
several States, for the general convenience, 
through railroads, bridges, f . ries and oth- 
erwise. 

As to the Slates, it appears to he an es- 
tablished principle Of State legislat ion that 
the public Aai M an nit' rent in th • pri\ ilege of 
making a road, or establishing a ferry; that 
the obligation between the government aud 
the owner of such franchises is mutual- that, 
in order to securely enjoy his franchise, eren 
thouyh <leelared exclusive, the owner is obliged 
to provide and maintain facilities for accom- 
modating the jmblic, at all times. With prompt 
and convenient passage. 

If the owner of any public franchise fails 
to do his duty to the public, the public, for 
self-defence, may, through their govern- 
ment, have the right, directly or indirectly, 
to "interfere" with it, so as to destroy or 
materially impair its value to him. If he
